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It finally happened. My computer crashed the day before I was leaving to 
attend ORAPEX 2000 (in Ottawa). A brain dead machine requires re-installing 
the operating system. On the Macintosh the operating system is now so large 
this may only be done from a hard drive. My system does not have an installed 
hard drive. My son-in-law, 300 miles down the road in Bellevue, WA flew in on 
Thursday after ORAPEX and installed a new version of the operating system 
an I am now back on the air. Needless to say this issue is a bit later than I 
had targeted in the last issue. 


ORAPEX is one of only 3 1/2 annual Canadian National level shows. 
(Edmonton National, Annual Royal Philatelic Society Convention (varying 
locations - Winnipeg in 2000), ORAPEX and PIPEX (Pacific International 
Philatelic Exhibition) which is held in Canada every other year. 


This year the Ottawa show was chaired by Doug Lingard who is also the BNAPS 
Vice-President for Study Groups. Doug had assembled just a great committee 
and certainly maintained the high standards this annual event continually 
presents. There were some 42 dealers in the bourse. There were about 180 
frames of exhibits ( exact number not noted) This was one of the largest 
showings in the past 20 years. The show also presented Canada’s 5th 
National Philatelic Literature Exhibition containing over 150 entries from all 
over the world. Combined with a number of meetings this two day show 
presents a very full plate of opportunities for any collector. 


There were a number of our Study Group members at the show; (in no 
particular order): Harry Machum, Leopold Beaudet, Andrew Chung, John 
Cooper, John Hillmer, Charles Livermore, Doug Lingard, Cimon Morin, Patrick 
Durbano, Joseph Monteiro and your Editor.(11). Apologies if I missed anyone. 
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There were a number of exciting happenings of special interest in the 
Elizabethan II period. First and foremost was Harry Machum's 10 frame “The 
Definitive Issues & Usage During the Wilding Time Period, 1954-1963”. The 
first 9 frames is a showing of Wilding values from 1¢ to $1.00 pure with the 
last frame devoted to rates and mixed usage in the time period. This exhibit 
received one of six gold medals awarded. It also received the Canadian 
Philatelic Specialist Society of Canada medal. The medal is awarded in 
recognition of and to encourage and stimulate philatelic specialization and 
research. This Society consists of approximately 100 members - membership is 
by invitation only. Also, if two members of the Society are on the Jury ofa 
show and they both agree the medal may be awarded to an outstanding 
exhibit of any material. It is not limited to Canadian material. The recipient 
of the award is automatically eligible for membership in the society. It is my 
understanding there have only been six medals awarded in this manner in the 
past 50+ years! Finally, the exhibit also received the APS Medal of Excellence 
for Post 1940-80 material. This is the second time this exhibit has been shown 
and the second Post 1940-80 medal of Excellence it has received. It is just an 
oulstandng exhibit - congratulations Harry!. 


The only other Elizabethan philatelic exhibit was John Hillmer's "Caricature 
Definitive Series: Varieties, Errors, Freaks & Oddities.” This was a 9 frame 
exhibit filled with excellent material. John is caught between the proverbial 
rock and a hard place. He has excellent material certainly in the Vermeil/Gold 
class with much of it in full panes. As a result a little less than a third of his 
pages contain full panes. The exhibit received a Silver with the commentary 
that more material needs to be shown. It will be interesting to see how John 
deals with this dilemma. 


Finally, member Patrick Durbano received a silver on his 6 frame exhibit of 
"Canadian Perforated Officials (1925-1953)." 


There were a number of Literature exhibits of interest either as they were the 
work of members and/or the subjects have direct application to the 
Elizabethan period.

In the last issue the plans of the American Philatelic Society to offer internet 
sales service to their members was reported with a promise to provide 
additional information in this issue. First, a correction is in order. The 
service will only be available to APS members and while it is hoped this will 
prove to be a recruiting tool it is also necessary that it be limited to members 
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in order not to jeopardize the tax exempt status of APS.In talking with Thomas 
Horn, Director of Sales, at APS I learned the program is very much in hand. A 

major test of the program is scheduled by the end of May. If all goes well 
expect the program to go live by at least July which is well ahead of the 
original target date. Briefly, to use the service, a member submits a one page 
document which may contain one item or any number of items. Material is to 
mounted in protective mounts and may include use of the back of the page. 
Regardless of the number of items on the page the consignor will set one price 
for everything on the page. It will be scanned and entered on the internet 
where it is expected items will not be listed longer than approximately 60 days. 
Once sold the sheet will be mailed to the buyer and after 30 days (a built in 
warranty period) the proceeds will be remitted to the consignor. This will 
result ina much faster turn around than is possible with circuit books. The 
fees for this service will aggregate somewhere in the 25+% range which 
compares favorably with selling to a dealer. This report will be further 
supplemented as data/ experience becomes available. 


Another new service being introduced by APS is on line classes. The news 
release on this service states that its goal is “to offer fun, challenging courses 
that combine the best features of distance education and on-line technology.” 
The lessons are to provided in easy to understand laitguage and will not require 
expensive equipment, software or materials. The initial course is Basic Stamp 
Collecting and is a four-week course. The fee for this course is USS35 for APS 
members and $45 for non-members. Information is available from APS Stamp 
Campus, Box 8000, State College, PA 16803, or phone 814-237-3803 or fax 
814- 237-6128 or email kim@stamps.org.

Ed note: Due to the editors oversight this report is quite late and should have 
been included in the last issue. However, as Dean points out it does contain 
some interesting prices. 


The September 25, 1999 public sale conducted by Robert A. Lee 
Philatelist Ltd. held a few nice items which members may have been interested 
in acquiring. 


Large cancellation lots included one with 830 POCON cancels on cover 
(lot 1077) estimated at $100. It sold for $37.38 (prices include the 15% buyers 
fcc). Large cancellation lots included one with 830 POCON cancels on cover (lot 107; 
from 1991-99 (lot 1066) reached $31.63 against a $30 estimate. 


Many modern face postage lots were offered containing everything from 
plate blocks to full sheets (mostly between lots 2896-2910) . Many sold between 
approximately 72% below face to 5% over face (average about 87% below face; 
not including the 7% GST or shipping). 


Modern errors and varicties were plentiful in the sale. Lot 2930 contained 
a collection of mint Karsh and Wilding coil varieties with various Jump strips, 
paste- ups, and thick "E's" (Unitrade value $126.50~. It sold for $48.88. A mint 
VF NH LR plate block of ten of the 1953 50¢ Green Textile issue with a "perfect 
offset" covering half of the bottom five stamps was featured in lot 2931 (a few 
stamps were creased). Estimated at $100, the block reached $172.50. A 
mounted mint and used collection of the 1972-81 definitive varieties (mostly 
Queen and Parliaments) included tagging errors, papers, shades, colour shifts, 
creases, miscuts etc. (lot 2941) sold for $230 against a $150 estimate. Lot 2947 
contained a part imperf mint NH strip of five of the 1974 8¢ Blue Caricature 
Queen (with perfs at each end). With a quoted Unitrade value of $375, it sold 
for $276. 


A mint NH strip of four of the 1977 12¢ Blue Parliament coil in lot 2963 
sold for $115 against a Unitrade value of $400. A wonderful used imperf strip 
of six 1979 17€ Green,Parliament coils (one stamp slightly creased) was sold 
for $333.50 (estimated at $300). It was canceled with a Wynyard, Sask. 1979 
CDS (lot 2979). A 1995 52¢ Christmas mint NH single with misplaced vertical 
perfs (lot 2998) sold for $48.88 against a $20 estimate. Lot 3006 featured a 
inint VF NH imperf 46¢ Red Flag coil which sold for $126.50 ( estimated at 
$100).

This 
piece has the virtue of being a postage due payment by a definitive, something 
you do not see very often." 


On the 3€ + 4€ card - “To me this looks like a user of a pre-paid reply card not 
recognizing that there was already postage on the card (and this at the printed 
ınatter rate) and adding the 4€ before making the return." 


Also, a comment on Earle Covert's additional delivery red dues not tied. "This 
Service was only for places with letter-carrier service. There should never be a 
counter cancel if the service was provided. At best letter carriers carried a ball- 
point pen. I did have a 50€ cover with the 50€ "tied" by a T cancel (thus 
undated). Obviously this "cancel" was added later."

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SECTION 2- AN UNADOPTED STAMP DESIGN? - By: Dean Mario 





Ed Note: The Karsh Definitives were released May |, 1953. They were very unpopular and were 
replaced with a new design - Wilding Definitives - in June 1954. Dean has acquired material 
which suggests at least one other design may have been considered before selecting the Wilding 
design. 


Original stamp design artwork is usually tucked away in archives and is often 
not well known. Seldom do any examples become available to collectors. This 
illustrated item (shown on the next page) may be an exception however. ** 


This interesting portrait of Her Majesty Queen Elizabeth ll. sketched and 
painted for a potential Canadian stamp issue, was obviously rejected by 
Canadian postal officials (if it ever was submitted). Signed by the artist "W. 
Hollaway", this multi- coloured piece also bears (in manuscript) "10" x “71/2-" 
Postage Stamp Design" and is dated "Oct. 1953" on the bottom margin. 1t does 
not bear any official markings from the post office. 


Behind the Queen and the portrait's outer background is steel grey, as well as 
the flowing ribbon at the top and background behind "Canada". The Queen's 
floral print dress is in tan, bordered with a greem shawl neck/bust line. The 
dark blue sash has one of Her Majesty's royal orders mounted upon it. 1ts 
overall appearance is quite pleasing and well done. 


The proposed design could have been suggested for a new definitive series. The 
2€ denomination gives that appearance as it was not the rate at the time 
(other than for printed matter). It may have been submitted, along with the 
Wilding portrait proposal, to replace the May 1953 Karsh portrait issue. 
Although the Wilding design was chosen for the June 1954 serics, this 
illustration (in my opinion) would have been a more attractive choice.

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SECTION X - RATING A SEMI-POSTAL COVER - By John Arn 





Intcresting Semi-Postal covers in period are hard to find. In all of ORAPEX 
only two items were found and only one seemed to offer real promise. Mailed 
from Minstrel Island, B. C. on 17 Aug. 1974 and franked with two Semi-Postal 
stamps from the first issue totaling 18€ it certainly had to be an extra weight 
letter. The envelope contained the original two page folded letter written on a 
boat anchored in the harbor at Minstrel Bay and seemed heavy enough to 
support the extra weight assumption. Such was not the case. The air mail 
rate as of 1 Nov. 1968 was 10€ per ounce and the letter with contents only 
weights .4 of an ouncc. Air Mail rates were not changed until 1 March 1976. 
O.K. - the Postmaster at Minstrel Island docs not get a lot of U. S. bound mail 
so hc used the wrong table - the surface rate table. This doesn't work either 
as the surface rates as of 1 Jan. 1972 were: 0-102. 8€ / 1-202. 14€ € 
2-407. 20€. Herc again surface rates were not changed until 1 March 1976. 


But not to worry. This Postmaster was right on top of the matter. According 
to the contents of the envelope Minstrel Island is about 315 miles north of 
Seattle. So what we have is a constructed very scarce rate paying the surface 
rate of 8€ (most likely to either Victoria or Vancouver, B. C., plus the onward 
air mail rate to the U. S.(New Jersey) of 10€ for a total of 18€. This rating 
remains to be proven either correct or a Postmaster error but the real message 
here is never! never! pass up a cover with a rate you do not understand!

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A SHORT COMMENTARY ON STAMP PROOFS 


What are Proofs? Collectors have long been fascinated with them. These are examples of the 
printers’ work prepared during various stages of a stamp’s design, engraving and production. 


While coin collectors have long appreciated the special value of proofs, stamp collectors are only 
now getting on the bandwagon! Prices are still very reasonable, presenting an opportunity to get 
in on the ground floor! 


Most Canadian proofs were printed on a special india paper. This is a very soft fragile paper 
which takes the ink from the plate in such a way as to make a sharp detailed impression. Often 
a card backing is added to the paper to help bear the weight of the printing plate. The presence 
of the card backing neither increases or decreases the value of the proof. The india paper itself, 
being handmade, often varies in thickness. These variations. are often mistaken for defects, 
pinholes or thins, but they are natural and do not affect value. 


The first stage of stamp making is for the engraver to engrave the stamp's design on a block of 
steel. Then a number of proofs are struck off. These are known as DIE PROOFS. A die proof 
is recognizable as it is normally a single stamps on a large piece of paper. Only a very few are 
prepared, making them extremely rare and valuable. Also, PROGRESSIVE die proofs are 
sometimes prepared. These are printed before the engraver's work is complete, and will show 
incomplete portions of the stamp design. 


Once the die proof has been approved and accepted by the printer and the postal authorities, 
a printing plate is made. The design from the die proof is duplicated until a full plate for 
printing stamps in sheet form has been manufactured. At this point a number of PLATE 
PROOFS are printed. Again, they are normally printed on card backed india paper, without 
perforations. Plate proofs are more popular with many collectors because they more closely 
resemble the issued stamps. They are the proof group most widely collected. 


Another term you will run across is ESSAY. These are proofs which were prepared but for which 
the intended stamp was never officially issued. Both die essays and plate essays are known for 
some of these intended stamps. Proofs of the New Brunswick Connell stamp (Scott $5) are 
technically essays as the stamp was never officially issued.
